Breaking Up of the Land Lcagnc. 
D ublin, October 27th.—F.very day bring3 
fresh evidences of the breaking up of League 
influences. The League in Tipperary has 
Bimply gone to pieces since Archbishop 
Crcke’s letter. Seventy farmers of that 
county have already applied for a revision of 
their rent under the Land Act. There are 
many applicants from Kerry also. The Gov­ 
ernment believes that it has scotched the 
League, but it will not desist till it has killed 
the Ladies’ League,which some have thought 
might keep the movement alive if carried on 
under the direction of members of the League 
Executive in Euglaud. The Government, 
however, apprehends no danger ia that di­ 
rection. Dr. Kenny’s arrest was paitly 
aimed at the ladies, as he was their particular 
adviser. They are now likely to think that 
even they may be arrested. All that the 
Government 
now fears 
is 
that the 
League 
may 
be driven 
back 
into 
a secret organization. The officials are cer­ 
tainly in great fear of something. A rising 
they scout, but incendiarism, dynamite-assas- 
sination they affect to fear. They claim nmv 
that there are even men who have been told 
off to kill Mr. Forster, but it is not likely 
that the chief of the Dublin detectives 
would tell this to a reporter if it were really 
sj. At all event?, Mr. Forster Eeems to tckeit 
coolly, for Isaw him swaggering alone Grafton 
street this morning going to the Castle aloLe, 
wi.h no weapon in eight, swinging an um­ 
brella unconcernedly, and showing not the 
slightest desire to avoid attention. The re­

have some information which has not 
been revealed. Tbe chi f Hanger they seem 
to app-ehend is from attempts on build­ 
ings. Experiments have been made with 
dynamite in Ireland, and alsi months ago 
quantities of sand for extinguishing Greek 
tire were piled up near the Lord Lieutenant’s 
and Chief Secretary’s lodges and other 
places. The recommendations to the fire 
brigade by the Council, already cabled you, 
have been carried out. The police, in twos, 
threes and eixes, file along the streets all 
night loug since the suppression of the League, 
and are especially frequent near the public 
buildings. It is not, however, in Ireland, 
that the Government have the mo3t to fear, 
but in England, and if they aie tobs credited 
with even au ordinary amou nt * f acuteness the 
precautions everywhere taken are real y nec­ 
essary. Tbe Government are now in a legal 
difficulty. The League rooms are vacant, 
but by legal advice tbe League have not given 
up the occupation of them. Tbe Govern­ 
ment thus far is afraid to seize them, though 
they could do so if three of the members 
could be caught meeting there, but the re­ 
maining members are careful about this legal 
point. The authorities also are in a quandary 
about the United Ireland, but expect to have 
legal grounds to-morrow for seizing it. The 
paper will come out, I understand, without 
editorials, but bines the League has been sup­ 
pressed it will be difficult to avoid bringing 
itscl i under the penalty of the law.

SSO0LD BE LOOKED TO. 
It is stated that the action of Guiteau'e 
counsel in declining to raise tho question 
of the jurisdiction of the Court was taken 
with a distinct purpose, the object being 
to cheat justice by appealing alter the trial 
on this ground. Scoville has, it is said, 
been advised by other lawyers that if the 
question of jurisdiction is raised on appeal, 
and decided adversely to the District 
Court, it will be impossible to try the de­ 
fendant in New Jersey, and so he will 
escape punishment altogether. If such a 
plan a3 this has been arranged by the de­ 
fense, the prosecution ought to see to it. 
The question of jurisdiction must be one 
which can be raised by either side, since it 
is clear that the public interest requires 
that the right to do this shall lie as well 
with the prosecution as with the defense. 
The prosecution has as strong an interest 
in knowing whether a trial is legal as the 
defense can have. The District Attorney, 
therefore, must be at liberty to insist on 
having this issue determined before he 
goes to trial. The question of jurisdiction 
appears to be a very dubious one, and 
therefore it would be culpable negligence 
to let it pass until after the defendant had 
been tried. If the disgrace of incapacity 
to try this assassin of our President is to 
be fastened on the country through the 
foolishness of the law, it is better that the 
truth should be ascertained now than after 
the mockery of a trial has been had, and 
the nation has been led to expect that jus­ 
tice would be done. The Americans are 
a law-abiding and patient people, but in 
such a case as th :s we shculd not like to 
answer for the consequences of a break­ 
down in the ma:b;n?ry of the law after the 
murderer had bcea fairly tiijd and justly 
convieted. We f»ar that under the cir­ 
cumstances it wcnld be much easier to se­ 
cure GuiteaVd discharge than to keep him 
alive one hou- af:er he had left the jail.

FOLGER FOR THE TREASURY. 
The President yesterday sent in to the 
Senate the nomination of Charles J. lolger 
for Secretary of the Treasury. The nom­ 
inee is at present Chief Justice of the New 
York Court of Appeals, and while possess­ 
ing a distinguished reputation as a jurist, 
is not known to have any knowledge of 
finance. The appointment of such a man 
to such an office is not a satisfactory solu­ 
tion of the problem, for it is clear that he 
will have everything to learn concerning 
the duties of the position, and the prob­ 
ability is that he will have to act merely 
as a figurehead, leaving the real work to 
be done by hi3 subordinates. No doubt 
the refusal of. Governor Morgan embar­ 
rassed the President greatly, while the im­ 
patience of the Senate may have driven 
him to make a somewhat hasty selection. 
But it is impossible in this connection to 
disregard the persistent rumors to the effect 
that the President really wishes Mr. Conk- 
ling to be his Secretary of the Treasury, 
and that he has appointed Judge Folger 
solely because the latter will resign when 
requested to do so, in order to make room 
for Conkling. It may be true that Judge 
Folger is not fitted for the office, but 
it certainly cannot be shown that the 
substitution of Mr. Conkling for him 
would at all improve the situation. Judge 
Folger has been on the bench, and bis ac­ 
quirements and tastes are said to be legal 
principally, but since he has never been in 
a position in which he was called upon to 
discuss financial questions, it cannot be 
asserted positively that he is ignorant con­ 
cerning them. Judge Chase was a lawyer, 
but when he was placed at the head of toe 
Treasury he showed that he had studied 
finance as well as law, and had all his 
recommendations been acted upon the 
country would have saved a great deal of 
money, and not impossibly have ended the 
rebellion much sooner. 
But Mr. Conkling has been for years ;u 
a position where he was actually called 
upon to discuss financial questions ; where 
lie was under obligations to inform himself 
on the subject; yet where he never ex­ 
hibited the least comprehension of or in­ 
terest in the problems which the whole 
country was considering. 
During the 
whole period of his public life he has 
never made one speech on finance. The 
country must judge public men by their 
records, and Mr. Cenkling’s record shows 
that be has absolutely ignored the mo­ 
mentous questions with which a Secretary 
of the Trea3nry has to deal. Eyeryone 
knows perfectly well where General Gar­ 
field stood on this and all other issues of 
importance. His financial speeches will 
always lire, because they embody lucid 
and vigorous expositions of great economic 
principles. He could have been his own 
Secretary of the Treasury, had he lived, 
and there is no doubt that Mr. Windom 
was indebted to the President for very 
much of his financial knowledge. But no 
man can pretend that Mr. Conkling knows 
anything of finance. He has had not 
alone the opportunity but the need for ex­ 
hibiting such knowledge, had he possessed 
it. It was his duty to his party and his 
country to fortify the cause of honest 
money when that cause was being assailed 
on all sides. But lie never uttered a word 
in its defense. He never said anything 
'that indicated even a passing acquaintance 
witli tho subject. 
It must be assumed that President Ar­ 
thur desires to make a creditable Adminis­ 
tration, but he cannot do this unless he 
surrounds himself with men who possess 
so ne higher capacities than that of run- 
nriig the “ machine.” It has been said 
that be will make his Administration 
“ stalwart.” But it must be remembered 
that “ stalwartism” is not a principle. It 
is merely a name employed to designate 
obstiaato adherence to the political meth­ 
ods which wrecked General Grant’s second 
Administration. To put it forward, there­ 
fore, as an explanation of what President 
Arthur's policy will be, is almost equiva­ 
lent to boasting that he will refuse to be 
taught by experience, and that he will reso­ 
lutely follow a policy which, even in 
stronger hands than hi?, has already led to 
defeat and humiliation. And to make Mr. 
Conkling Secretary of the Treasury would 
be to convince the country that the most 
sinister predictions were about to be ful­ 
filled. It would be even worse than to 
make him Secretary of State, though that 
would be to show a singularly unfortunate 
estimate of what was needed for snch a 
position. Mr. Conkling has, it is true, 
failed to make his mark in many other sub­ 
jects. It Í3 not only in finance that he has 
left a blank page. But the fact that he 
has been precisely where, if anywhere, he 
could and should have made a good finan­ 
cial record, would appear to emphasize the 
selection of such a person as a deliberate 
affront to the reasonable requirements of 
the country. 
We hope that the reports on this head 
are without foundation. They certainly 
are not calcnlated to increase confidence in 
the newr administration. It may be hard 
for President A rthur to realize, but there 
is no escape from the conclusion that the 
appointment of Mr. Conkling to the 
Treasury would inevitably discredit his 
administration at the ontset, and that al­ 
most hopelessly. And the public would 
be the more uneasy because they have had 
reason to apprehend that Mr. Conkling, 
while totally destitute of the knowledge 
necessary for guidance in Euch an office, 
would undertake to follow his own crude 
ideas without the least hesitation, and 
with a plenary confidence in his ability 
to do the work without having learned 
how. Such a man as Secretary of the 
Treasury would be very dangerous, and the 
greater his self-assurance the more mis­ 
chief would he be certain to do. It would 
be better to keep Judge Folger in the office 
until he has learned the work, than to sub­ 
stitute for him a politician who wonld net 
take the pains to teach himself anytbing, 
but at the same time would listen to no 
advice from better informed subordinates. 


THE GRAND JURY AND THE SUPER­ 
VISORS. 
The Grand Jury, in condemning the 
action of the majority of the Board of 
Supervisors in employing George Cadwala- 
der, and in expressing the opinion that the 
four members referred to would gratify the 
public by resigning, has merely echoed 
public opinion. It has been rumored that 
the Grand Jury at one time contemplated 
far mpre stringent censure upon the Super­ 
visors, but that a perhaps mistaken feeling 
of tenderness finally induced it to miti­ 
gate the asperity of its criticism. Of 
course the Grand Jury had a perfect right 
to express itself as it did, and of course it 
was not Qnder any necessity to hold its 
tongue it it did not see fit to indict the 
Supervisors. W hether indictment would 
not have been the most judicious course is 
a question open to discussion, but it must, 
we suppose, be assnmed that the Grand 
Jury did cot see its way clearly to 
that recourse. As it is, the opinions 
expressed in regard to the course of 
the majority of the Supervisors are 
unquestionably sound, and thoroughly 


justified by the facts. It has long been 
apparent that the four faithless members 
made a fatal mistake at the very outset of 
their programme. 
They were so ill- 
acquainted with public sentiment as to 
believe that it was possible to bargain 
away any amount whatever out of the 
couuty Treasury, under the cover of an 
attack on the hydraulic mines. Their 
mistake in this was perhaps due to their 
want of judgment in accepting the stand­ 
point of Mr. George Cadwalader for the 
public standpoint. But they thought they 
could do anytbing under the circumstances, 
and that no inquiry would be made, and 
they reckoned without their host. The 
Grand Jury might have dealt more severely 
with them had it referred to the law, 
which (as heretofore cited in these col­ 
umns) prohibits the Boari from making 
any such payments under the conditions 
existing in this case. The fact is that the 
Board violated the law as well as defied 
public opinion, and that it originally 
intended to have gone very much 
further in the way of incurring expenses 
than it actually went. The public of Sac­ 
ramento may thank the H e c o rd U n io n 
and the District Attorney for the curtail­ 
ment of the Board’s original programme. 
But for the opposition they encountered the 
four members who have gained so un­ 
enviable a notoriety would have laid a 
debt of from §75,000 to §100,000 upon tho 
county. As it is, they have wantonly and 
uselessly increased the tax rate, and we 
have the consolation of knowing that it 
will be heavier than ever next year. 
Considering all their claims upon the pub­ 
lic, therefore, it will have to be admitted 
that in merely suggesting the propriety of 
the resignation of these Supervisors the 
Grand Jury has treated them very 
leniently. 
. 
NOT A PARALLEL CASE. 
The New York Tribune, in an article on 
the recent manifesto of Secretary Blaine 
regarding the Panama canal, asserts that 
“ onr position is in effect not unlike that’ 
“ of Prince Gortcaakoff, when in f t“l he 
“ partly annulled the Treaty of Paris.” 
This is a very infelicitous comparison, for 
there is no analogy between the cases. 
In 1871 Gortchakoff saw that England was 
for thd moment isolated. 
Her former 
ally, France, was at war with Germany, 
and had her hands full, while Germany 
had given the Russian Chancellor carte 
blanche, in order to protect her own rea-. 
This then was a case in which the 
virtual impotence of one of the princi­ 
pal signatories made it Eafe for another 
to violate a treaty. But the canal case is 
totally unlike this. 
Here the United 
States offer to all Europe a defiance 
which cannot be maintained. 
We are 
made to declare that any interference with 
the Panama canal will be regarded 
almost as a casus belli, and at the same 
time everybody knows that if stteh inter­ 
ference were made w’e could not do any­ 
thing to prevent it. The Tribune says that 
in the Treaty of Taris case “ the Powers 
“ were restive under the change, but they 
“ had to acquiesce.” Precisely so. But 
in the present cise the powers are under 
no compulsion to acquiesce. They have 
nothing to fear if they refuse to acquiesce. 
In fact there ¡3 no reason why they should 
aequiesce if they do not wish to do so. 
W e certainly cannot coerce them. We 
certainly cannot hold the canal against all 
comers. The only thing we can do grace­ 
fully and with any regard to cur own 
reputation is to recall Mr. Blaine’s wild 
and impractical language, and assent to 
the proposal for a joint protectorate over 
the canal. That ¡3 what it will have to 
come to, and we might a3 well realize this 
first as last. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES TO TI1E RECORD-

A fluir* In Irela n d . 
D ublin, October 27th.—The rumor that 
the resignation of Earl Cowpsr, as Lord 
Lieutenant cf Ireland, is impending, has 
been revived. 
Six arrests have been made to-day under 
the Coercion Act, including the President of 
the Kilkenny branch of the Land League. 
The “ suspects ” iu the Galway jail passed 
a resolution approving of the “ no lent” 
manifesto. 
New York, October 27th—Henry George 
telegraphs the Irish World frjin Dublin : 
Arre.it? continue. The Land League has 
cessed to hold public demonstrations, but 
continues to meet privately in chapels and in 
hjusee. 1 he prisoners are allowed one visit 
a day, but that is bard to obtain, ts only two 
interview cages are used, which make the 
conditions awkward and studiously humiliat­ 
ing. Two barricades separate the visitor 
from the “ suspect.” Due warden stands 
behind the prisoners and another before, 
catching every word and eyeing every move. 
Ail allusion to matters political is strictly 
prohibited. The wailing visitors are com­ 
pelled to stand outside the jail, exposed to 
all sorts of weather. Even ladies are kept 
vainly waiting on their feet all day in the 
rain. All letters addressed to the prisoners 
are closely read. The ladie3 of the Land 
League are working with wonderful industry. 
Inltril Ireland" Speaks. 
D ublin, October 27th.— United Ireland, 
the Land League organ, has an address to its 
readers, saying : “ It is new plain that free­ 
dom cf opinion is for the moment at an end 
iu Ireland, except for the enemies of the 
people or for those still more dangerous 
friends who are taking advantage of public 
opinion in order to deaden the people’s 
courage and aid the design of foreign coercion 
by craven counsels nearer home. Whoever 
speaks 3 word that is burning in millions of 
Irish hearts is struck dumb by a mailed 
hand. Whoever openly or covertly bids the 
people to desert the cause to which they have 
pledged their lives and honor before the world, 
is feted for his treason and glorified for 
his c jwardice. Under these circumstances, a 
journal which has no aptitude for apostacy 
can continue to exist only by ceasing to ex­ 
press any opinion at all, and by confining 
itself to collecting bare facta concerning the 
great struggle which is now only commenc­ 
ing. During the reign of terror United Ire­ 
land will be conducted on this principle. The 
blank in its editorial columns every peasant 
in his mountain hut and every friend of free­ 
dom the world over will know how to trans­ 
late. It will be a perpetual reminder 
that, let bayonets be shaken in our 
face, let some of those 
whom we 
counted onr own wring cur hearts and 
give joy to onr enr mies, these principles are 
immutable and will yet triumph. Our gaze 
turns from ferocious England to the glorious 
West. In the hands of the Irish in America 
lies our fame. Upon the amount of assist­ 
ance at hand for those who have to endure 
eviction depends disaster or triumph. Now, 
as never before, apathy among our trans­ 
atlantic brethren means death. 
Now or 
never, one glorious effort on their part 
mean? victory. Our backs are turned to 
Britain, our faces toward the West. When 
onr voice is heard again, we have firm faith 
that it will be in a shout of victory. 
Elections In G erm any. 
Berlin, October 27th.—Although there 
was great excitement to-day, the election for 
members of the Reichstag passed off without 
any disturbance. The anti-Semitics distrib­ 
uted large numbers of bills bearing ihe 
words : “ Elect no Jews.” Several Demo­ 
crats distributed electoral papers surrepti­ 
tiously. The number of votes cast was 
unusually large. At Frankfort the poll was : 
Sonnem&nn 7 820, Doeli 460, Jong 1,450, 
Liber 1.0G0, Schultz 1,050. There was no 
absolute majority, and a new election is neo- 
essafy.

Senate C on tin u atio n s. 
W ashington, October 27ih.—The Senate 
has confirmed Folger as Secretary of the 
Treasury, James as Postmaster-General. 
Hatton as First Assistant Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral, and Charles W. Seaton, of New York, to 
be Superintendent of Census 
The New S ecretary of th e T reasury. 
W ash in g to n , October 27th.—The ready 
and unanimous confirmation of Judge Folger 
by the Senate to-day shows that the nomina­ 
tion inspires general confidence among public 
men. The rumors connected with Judge 
Folger, that his nomination is a prelude to 
his transfer to another sphere, are eaid to bo 
(by friends of President Arthur) entirely gra­ 
tuitous. It is well known that upon the en­ 
trance of Garfield to office it was a great 
desire of New York that one of her partisans 
should succeed Secretary Sherman. Hon. 
Levi P. Morton was centered upon, and 
public sentiment in the State was almost 
unanimously favorable to his appointment. 
When it 
was 
ascertained 
that his 
relations to the banking interest were deemed 
an ofjection by the President, the general 
desire was that Judge Folger must he ap­ 
pointed. He was sent for by Genera! Gar­ 
field and tendered the Attorney-Generalship, 
hut declined. For many days his appoint­ 
ment as Secretary of the Treasury was con­ 
sidered a settled matter, hut for reasons not 
publicly known, President Gaifield decided 
upon a Western man, and a most acceptable 
selection in the person of Secretary Windom. 
The story, they say, that Judge Folger takes 
the Treasuiy portfolio l o w under any con­ 
ditions or understanding that it is but tem­ 
porary. and that it is with a view to trans­ 
ferring him to the Supreme Bench upon the 
retiring of Justice Hunt, has no foundation 
whatever. 
P roceedings in th e Senate. 
W ashington, October 27th.—The Judi- 
ciiry Committee was authorized to sit during 
reeeis aud examine into the bankruptcy 
question. 
Authority was continued to the Committee 
on Public Linds to sit during recess, snd in­ 
quire into the condition of the Land Office. 
An invitation to the Senate from Governor 
Colquitt to attend the Cotton Exposition was 
ordered printed.

N ew Y ork, October 27th.—The Republican 
County Convention to-night adopted resolu­ 
tions congratulating the President and people 
on the selection cf Charles J. Folger for 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
Sales of P u b lic L ands. 
W ashington, October 27th.—The forth­ 
coming annual report of the Commissioner of 
the General Laud Office shows the total sales 
of public lauds in the State of California for 
the fiscal year ended Juno 30, 18S1, to have 
been 577,601 acres. The total receipts for 
sales of public lands of all kinds io the State 
amountfd to §344,024. There were 218,446 
acres disposed of under homestead entries. 
In Oregon 255,050 acres were disposed of. and 
the receipts amounted to $114,12S; 5-1,442 
acres were disposed of under homestead e; • 
trie?. In Washington Territory the total 
sales reached 417,905 acres; receipts, $206,­ 
038; 227,902 acres were disposed of under 
homestead entries. In Colorado^ the total 
sales were 285,S0G acres ; total receipts, §186,­ 
070 ; homestead entries, 115,550 acre?. The 
Secretary of the Interior has ordered a re­ 
survey of the eastern boundary of t.he Mo- 
quelmas (Mexican) grant in California. A 
grant has been i-sued for the Rancho San 
Diego, Francisco Garcia and other grantees, 
comprising 116,000 acres in Bernalillo county, 
New Mexico. This large grant embrace?

T he L ynchburg F o stm nstcrship. 
W ashington, October 27th.—In opposing 
Strahan for Postmaster of Lynchburg, Va., 
the Democrats held that the present incum­ 
bent, Wilson, was a Government soldier dur­ 
ing the war, was acceptable to the business 
men, and that the Federal patronage should 
not be used to control State elections. The 
Republicans reply that Wilson was short in 
his accounts, grossly derelict in his duty, and 
deserved to be displaced. The Republicans of 
Lynchburg unanimously approved Strahan, 
and the idea of Federal interference was 
strained. The Democrats, by dilatory tac­ 
tics, prevented a vote on the question.

T he W ater F am ine In New Y ork. 
N ew Y ork, October 27th. — Alarm is 
caused by the scarcity of water in the reser­ 
voir, which can’t hold out longer Ihan seven­ 
teen days unless replenished by rain. The 
main pipes are kept filled to insure an ample 
supply for fire purposes. To maintain this 
supply, and at the same time furnish manu­ 
facturers with water needed to continue work, 
the people are compelled to abandon baths. 
Wells forgotton since the introduction of 
Croton water are being cleaned out for use. 
The present drought is unprecedented, 
Expected R eduction o f R ailroad Tim e. 
C hicago, October 27th.—The belief that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad is about to put on 
a train to run from here to New York, on 
greatly reduced time, comes from a dispatch 
from a railroad official now in San Francisco 
to that agent cf the Pennsylvania road who 
was advertising that after November 1st 
pasBeDgers by the Pennsylvania road would 
be carried from San Francisco to New York 
in five dayB and two hours. As a change in 
time will not be made by the Western roads, 
it is certain that the change will be made by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad between here and 
New York. It is also learned here that this 
company intends to run its 3:30 train to New 
York from here eo as to reach there by four 
o’clock the next afternoon instead of ten 
o’clock at night. This saving will be six 
hours, and the running time from San Fran­ 
cisco to New York, which is now six days 
and six hours, will he decreased by that much. 
D estruction by Fire. 
N ew Y o rk , October 27th.—The Pioneer 
Iron Works at South Brooklyn were dam­ 
aged by fire this morning to the amount of 
$50,000. 
P eoria (111), October 27th.—The Peoria 
Sugar Refinery was burned to-day. The fire 
started in the drying-room, a wooden struct­ 
ure, at the corner of the main building, 
which was a seven-story brick, and in an 
hour the entire pile was a mass of rains. Tbe 
I-es is estimated at $400,000; insured for 
$250,000. Two hundred and fifty men are 
thrown out of employment. The refinery 
belonged to the Hamlins, of Buffalo. 
N ew Y ork, October 27th.—A fire broke 
out thi? morning in the dry goods honse of 
Weschler Abraham, on Fulton street, Brook­ 
lyn, aud before it was extinguished the stock 


was dam aged by the flames to the extent of a 
quarter of a m illion of dollars. It is par­ 
tially insured. 
A n o th er B trnm boat H o rro r. 
R ock Island (111), Oct. ber 27tb—A lit­ 
tle after_ 10 o’clock to-night }he steamer 
Jennie Gilchrist left Rock Island with thir­ 
teen passengers and sixteen men of the crew 
aboard. It passed through tbe bridge and 
got about half a mile above it, when at 10:30 
the engineer discovered that the cam rod 
which is used to reverse the wheel was 
broken, and the boat at once began drifting 
rapidly down stream. The swollen river 
gave the current additional force, and swiftly 
the craft went down to destruction. When 
the threatening danger became apparant, Mr. 
Skelton at once rushed into the cabin, telling 
the passengers of the accident which had 
happened, and urging them at once to take 
refuge on the barge. He notified the pilot 
of what had happened, who, exclaim-' 
ing, “ Why don’t they do something? For 
God’s fake, do something!” and blew the 
whistle 
for danger. 
The pilot then 
left his wheel, giving it a turn for port, and 
made tracks for the barge, crying as he went 
down stair?, “ Save your?elves. She is going 
to strike the bridge!” In the cabin every­ 
body was frantic. Women were cryir.g and 
men were about as useless. No one seemed to 
have any idea of what to do. The crew, 
with the exception oi the pilot, errand clerk 
and tne engineers aud firemeD, are reported 
to have been drunk and as terror-stricken. 
She drifted upon the pier, and, urged on by 
the swollen current, she partly turned and 
presented her starboard side to the ob­ 
structing pier, Btrikirg it ju?t alt of the 
boiler. Eight persons had taken refuge 
on 
the 
barge, 
and 
as 
it swung 
around to the left of the pier they cast (.if the 
stern end and spring lines. The bow line 
was fastened to the flat ahead; Bnd when it 
was cast 
. ff the flat swung to the right 
and the 
line went out with a rush. A 
negro named Jim Smalley was at that 
moment climbing over the bow of tho 
barge, and the line 
beirg 
bitween 
his legs he was whirled overboard, but Skel­ 
ton grabbed him by the trousers anil landed 
him aboard, a very astonished but highly 
grateful negro. 
When the Jennie struck 
the 
bridge fbe hit a little aft of 
the boiler heads and broke them in. 
At once steam began to rush out, 
aud for a moment the prospect of being 
scalded was added to that of being drowned. 
The scene at that barge was terrific. The 
only chance to breathe was by laying 
down and putting their mouths to the holes 
in the deck. 
la the cabin they could 
hear the cries and moans of the fated passen­ 
gers, who had stood there while the crew 
on the forecastle were appealing loudly for 
help. They could lie seen, and at that time 
no help could be given. The barge drifted 
off to tbe left, followed by tho boat, and the 
flat following it. After the bridge was passed 
the work of rescuing those on the beat began. 
First the engineer was pulled aboard, then 
the clerk aud one negro. They tried to 
reach the barge before striking the bridge, 
but failed, and falling in the water, bad 
drifted alongside the barge and they were 
rescued. The wind carried the barge 
over toward the Davenport shore, aud 
in the course of a short time they 
drifted down into the island outside of Paige, 
Dixon & Co.’s mil), where it stranded. The 
stay there was short. The Evansville had 
heard the cries for hel; , and 
left 
Rock Island on its errand cf succor. 
In about twenty minutes it came upoa the 
stranded barge and rescued its twelve pas­ 
sengers from their situation, carrying them 
back to Rock Island. Besides the twelve 
saved on tho barge, thcie were five picked 
up on the Iowa shore, who had clung 
to tbe wreck—one, a woman, who had dis­ 
played remarkable pluck iu the cabin when 
the danger became apparent. Mr. Skelton 
and clerk Schuler tried to get the passengers 
down to the barge. The four women were 
iu the cabin in a state of pure helpless­ 
ness, evidently expecting death. The gen til­ 
inten tried entreaty aud advice, but they were 
useless. An effort to overcome it proved 
fruithss. There were seventeen lost. It is 
now impossible to give their names.

Shinn Takes to Aubern.—G. IT. Shim, 
the last of the gang who attempted to rob the 
overland train at Cape Horn Milla, in Au­ 
gust la?t, and who was arrested yesterday by 
railroad dñtcetive F. T. Btuke in Antelope 
valley, in the Coast range, about eighteen 
miles west of Maxwell, was taken through 
this city lait evening upon the train to Au­ 
burn. The party arrested claims that he is 
not Shinn, but Mr. Burke and others have no 
doubt about his being the man wanted. The 
pictures of Shinn, furnished the officers some 
time since, showed him to have long, full 
chin-whi-kers and mustache, but the prisoner 
is clean-shaven, with the exception of a mus­ 
tache of two or three weeks’ growth.

It is stated, however, by those who saw him 
at the depot last evening and compared the 
picture of Shinn with the prisoner, that al­ 
though there has been an attempt at dis­ 
guise, there wai no question whatever as to 
identity, and all agreed that Burke had the 
right man. Sheriff Boggs, of Placer county, 
was so close upon Shinn a short time since 
that both were in th9 same building, but 
Shinn escaped through a window without be­ 
ing seen. The prisoner has already been in­ 
dicted with the four others, and their trial 
will be commenced on the 0-h of next month.

LEVEE PROTECTION. 
Statem ent from CEcial Source In Relation 
to Y-street Levee. 
The report of an interview was published 
a short time since in these columns, iu which 
the abandonment of the river levee between 
this city and Freeport was discussed, Rnd in 
that connection the condition and sufficiency 
of the Y-Btreet levee to afford protection to 
Sacramento against backwater and overflow, 
provided the river was allowed to flow upon 
and submerge Levee District No. 1, just be­ 
low the city. As a portion of the property 
owners in the levee district mentioned hjve 
advocated adopting the mound system in­ 
stead of maintaining the levee between Y 
street and Freeport, which plan it was stated 
by such advocates would leave the city de­ 
fenseless against overflow from the south, 
City Engineer L. F. Bassett was called upon, 
and in answer to inquiries furnished the fol­ 
lowing information : 
Question—It has been recently stated, Mr. 
Bassett, in connection with the question of 
keeping up the river levee between this city 
and Freeport, and the liability to tbe city 
from effects of water backing up from Levee 
District No. 1, that the Y-street levee is now 
as high as it can be constructed with effect, 
as it starts at Y and Thirty-first streets upon 
a level with the plains and surrounding 
country, and is built through west to the 
river levee upon a level with that point, and 
hence that it would be impossible for the city 
to do anything more toward shutting out 
flood water from that direction than has al­ 
ready been done. As City Engineer you are 
probably in possession of the facts upon this 
subject. Will you please inform me whether 
the above statement of the situation is cor­ 
rect? 
_ 
Answer—This would certainly seem to me 
os a wrong statement of the situation. Hav­ 
ing repeatedly taken levels in that direction 
I am of course in a position to give the exact 
facts. They are as follows : The Y-street 
levee as at present constructed begins at 
Twenty-third and Y streets, and ^Í3 buiit 
thence west to Cemetery bill at Eleventh 
street on a level with 19 feet on the river 
gauge at the foot of K street. Starting again 
immediately west of Ninth Rtreet, it is built 
across the Sacramento river levee on a level 
with 20 feet on the gauge at the foot of K 
street. Going eart from Twenty-third street 
the ground rises gradually to a level at 
Thirty-first street, with 24 feet on the gauge 
at the foot of K street, and east of Thirty-first 
street it is still rieing quite rapidly. At 
Twenty-fourth and Y streets, in front cf Mr. 
Odell’s slaughter-house, the natural surface 
of the street Í3 level with 20. I am informed 
by Mr. Odell that in the great fl ;od of 1802, 
when the water came into the city on the 
north from the American river, that the water 
was not over the ground upon which his 
p.laughter-hou3e stands. Certainly, therefore, 
if in the 1862 flood, when the water came in 
from <(6ore us. and the whole country was 
submerged, as it never ha3 been since, the 
water did not rise at Y street to a greater 
bight than 20 or 22 feet, we should not expect 
it to rise to 24 feet with the water coming 
from below, even taking into consideration 
any subsequent rise of the river bed. 
<).—It has been further stated in this con­ 
nection that the Y-street levee, when upon a 
levei with the plains at Thirty-first street, 
would be upon a level with tbe 19-foot mark 
of the river gauge at the foot of K 
Btreet; that last winter the water ia 
th9 tules on the west side of the river 
opposite this ci‘y rose to over twenty- 
four feet, by reason of the levee being 
swept away, and hence, that with the levee 
similarly gone between Y street and Free­ 
port, the water would have rí en to a hight 
of five feet above the Y-street levee. What 
are your views upon this statement ? 
A.—The first part of this question is 
answered by the information given in my rc- 
p.y to the last. As to my views concerning 
the hight to which the back-water might 
rise, I will say that I do not agree with the 
views set forth in the question. I will gi e 
my reasons for thinking as I do as follows : 
We may speak of the two overflowed es­ 
tricta as being located, the one on the west 
side of the Sacramento from Knights’ Laud 
ing to the Montezuma hills, and the other 
on the east side of the Sacramento, 
from Sacramento city to the outlet 
into the bay via Snodgrass slongh_ and 
the Mokeiun.-re and San Joaqu'n river-. 
Taking tbe district on the west side of the 
Sacramento, we find that at the head of the 
district there is in all floods a considerable 
difference betweon the water in the river and 
that in the oveiflow. Opposite Sacramento 
the difference amounts (if the information 
stated in the question is correct) to only from 
two to four feet; while, from a short distance 
below Clarksburg to the Montezuma hills, the 
water is actually higher in the overflow than 
in the river,and the water between those points 
flows back into the Sacramento river agair. 
We find a similar state of affairs existing on 
this side of the river, with the difference that 
iu this case Sacramento is at the head of the 
overflowed district, instead of being nearly 
opposite its central point. Here the differ­ 
ence between the water in the river and in 
the overflow Í3 considerable—eight to ten 
feet. About opposite Conrtland we fiud 
about the same difference existing in the 
water in the river and in tbe oveiflow on the 
east, that exists here between the water in the 
river and the overflow in tha we.-t, while 
still further down the overflow on the east 
side is again discharged into the Sacramento 
through the Mokelumna and San Joaquin 
livers. Iu the one case Knight’s Landing is 
at the head of the overflowed district; in the 
other it is Sacramento ; and in both cases the 
difference between the hights of the water iu 
the river and in the overflow is considerable, 
and, in my opinion, will remain so, no matter 
how many or great the breaks iu the leevea 
below us, or, in fact, if they were taken en­ 
tirely away. Further reasons for supposing 
that the back water would not rise 
materially higher than the floods of 1878 
and 1881 may be stated as follows : The 
country below Sacramento may be likened 
to a loog and shallow basin, with very 
sloping sides and one end raised higher than 
the other. Now if we discharge a small 
stream of water at the upper end or any­ 
where along the sides of our artificial basin, 
the result will be that the basin will first fill 
quite rapidly until the water begins to run 
out at tbe lower end, and then, although we 
may continue to keep our stream running, 
the water will not rise to a higher point. In­ 
deed, if we turn in a stream of twice, or even 
ten time3 the volume, still the hight of the 
water would not be materially increased, the 
water simply discharging from the lower end 
of the basin as fast a3 it is received at its up­ 
per end. The situation below Sacramento is 
precisely similar to the above. Should a 
small break take place anywhere along the 
line oi the rivtr ievee, the result would be 
that the water would rise quite rapidly until 
the basin was full and the water discharges 
over the lower rim of the basin at Freeport, 
when there would be no further rise in the 
back-water. Now, if our break enlarges so 
that many times the amount of water is be­ 
ing discharged into the basin, or if the levee 
breaks in several other place?, still the hight 
of the water will remain nearly the same, 
because the water can escape at the 
lower end of the basin as fast as 
it is discha-ged into it from above. 
Ve-y nearly the above conditions existed 
during the high water of last winter. There 
ia built scross the lower rim of the basin, 
back of Freeport, a levee (irigiually built as 
a railroad embankment), the top of which is 
three feet lower than the top of the Y-street 
levee. When the breaks occurred last winter 
the W3ter below tbe city continued to rise 
until it began to run over the top of this 
levee. As soon as the water began to run 
over this levee it began to wash it down, and 
from that time the water below the city 
commenced falling and fell a total of two feet 
before it became stationary, although the 
water in the river maintained its hight, and 
the breaks kept widening and deepening. 
Had other breaks taken place at the same 
time, I do not think the water conld have 
attained a hight of over eighteen feet agaioet 
the Y-street levee, unless they had taken 
place immediately below th* city. _ 
Q —H%ve you ever made an estimate as to 
the cost of raising the Y-street levee to a 
uniform hight of twenty-two feet, and if so 
what would you give as an approximation of 
the cost of the work, and how would it be 
done? 
A.—Approximately the cost wonld be 
from 88,000 to 810,000 ; that is, to raise to a 
uniform hight, level with twepty-two feet on 
the river gauge, and maintaining the present 
width on top. I think, however, that tbe 
levee from Front to Ninth street might be 
widened about four feet with advantage. 
Q —What is the present condition of the 
enter surface of the Y-Btreet levee as to re­ 
sisting any high water which might come 
against it the coming rainy season ? 
A.—The outer surface of the levee is in 
good condition for resisting the wash of waves 
from high winds; better even, in my opinion, 
than the R-street levee, as the Bermuda 
grass planted there years ago has grown so 
as to form a compact mass of roots frtm 
eight to twelve inches thick, and so com­ 
pletely woven together that it is with diffi­ 
culty that it can be removed or cut into 
except with an ax. It is as thongh the entire 
outer face of tbe levee were covered from top 
to bottom with a thick, heavy mattress. I 
do not believe that a stone wall could be 
much better. _____ _____
